Two murdered 
in Elliott Co. 

State police officials are currently 
investigating the double murder of 
two area men found dead in Elliott 
County of gunshot wounds last 
week. 

Police said Robert E. Boggs, 36, 
was found dead on Jan. 2, at his Stark 
Ridge Road home in bed and in a 
pool of blood from a gunshot wound 
to his head. No firearm was found at 
the scene. 

Boggs’s roommate, Christopher 
Leadingham, 25, of Olive Hill, was 
found dead two days later in an ille- 
gal garbage dump off Carter Ford 
Road a few miles from the mens’ 
residence. He was also shot in the 
head. 

Leadingham’ s father, Madison, 
said he suspected that both men were 
killed during a robbery after Boggs 
received a $7,000 worker’s compen- 
sation claim. 

“It was cruel and cold-blooded 
murder,” Madison Leadingham told 
The Ashland Daily Independent. 
“That’s what it was and there’s no 
other explanation for it. Neither one 
of them had any weapon.” 

Madison Leadingham also de- 
scribed the men, who were construc- 
tion co-workers, as “best friends,” 
when Christopher Leadingham 
moved in with Boggs following a 
separation from his wife, Amanda 
Coyle Leadingham. 

No arrests have been made though 
Elliott County Coroner Mark Lewis 
and police investigators received 
Christopher Leadingham’s prelimi- 
nary autopsy report on Monday.

RECC challenges levy; 
city authorizes legal 
action if necessary 

West Liberty’s one half of one per- 
cent payroll tax, which went into ef- 
fect last July, is expected to generate 
around $300,000 a year in new rev- 
enue for the city (or about $75,000 
per quarter). First quarter collections 
in October totaled $64,000, but city 
officials say that some businesses, 
have yet to file their returns. In addi- 
tion, self-employed and other indi- 
viduals subject to the tax are permit- 
ted to file annually and the total 
amount to be realized from the as- 
sessment will not be known until 
those people file their returns next 
August. 

City Clerk Sally Barker said the 
payroll tax, enacted by the city coun- 
cil last June, has been generally well 
received by West Liberty businesses, 
which are required to deduct the tax 
from their employees’ wages and pay 
the receipts to the city at the end of 
each quarter. 

Payroll tax returns for the Octo- 
ber, November, December quarter 
are due next week. 

Barker said some businesses are 
delinquent on their first quarter pay- 
ments, “because they they do not 
understand the filing procedure.” She 
said, the city will work with any busi- 
ness to ensure that they understand 
their responsibilities under the tax 
ordinance as well as the procedures 
for filing their returns. 

One major employer, however, 
has notified the city that it does not 
intend to deduct the payroll tax from 
its employees’ wages and does not 
intend to pay the tax. 

This, other E. Ky. 
counties have state’s 
highest jobless rates 

FRANKFORT — According to 
the Kentucky Office of Employment 
and Training, unemployment rates 
fell in 106 counties between Novem- 
ber 2006 and November 2007. 

However, ten Eastern Kentucky 
counties posted the state’s highest 
jobless rates during the one-year pe- 
riod, with Jackson County recording 
the state’s highest unemployment 
rate — 9.2 percent. 

The other counties posting the 
highest rates of unemployment were: 
Wolfe County, 8.8 percent; Clay 
County, 8.7 percent; Harlan and 
Magoffin counties, 8.5 percent each; 
Owsley County, 7.5 percent; Morgan 
County 7.3 percent, and Bell, 
McCreary and Menifee counties, 7. 1 
percent each. 

Unemployment statistics are 
based on estimates and are compiled 
to measure trends rather than actu- 
ally to count people working. Civil- 
ian labor force statistics include non- 
military workers and unemployed 
Kentuckians who are actively seek- 
ing work. They do not include un- 
employed Kentuckians who have not 
looked for employment within the 
past four weeks. 



In July, Licking Valley RECC, cit- 
ing case law, advised the city that it 
believes the cooperative is exempt 
from the tax. City officials, however, 
cite a recent court case that they con- 
tend settled the question in favor of 
governmental entities’ legal right to 
collect the tax from cooperatives. 
The city council has informed the 
cooperative that City Attorney Joleen 
Frederick has been authorized to take 
all legal steps necessary to enforce 
payment. 

Neither Licking Valley RECC 
manager Kerry Howard nor City At- 
torney Frederick could be reached at 
press time to comment on the mat- 
ter. 

All other utilities, including 
Mountain Telephone, the other local 
cooperative headquartered in West 
Liberty, are paying the tax, Barker 
said. 

In addition to self-employed in- 
dividuals, all West Liberty residents 
who are employees of the federal 
government are permitted to file an- 
nually, according to Barker. While 
state government assesses the tax 
from its agency employees who work 
in West Liberty and pays the tax on 
a quarterly basis, the local school 
system deducts the tax from its em- 
ployees’ wages and pays the receipts 
quarterly.

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West Liberty’s Post Office building

An article in the LVC, a few 
weeks ago, written by Sandra 
Spencer Sharp, made reference to 
the, “post office being in the bar- 
ber shop building across the 
street from the courthouse.” As 
a result of the article, I received 
a call from a lady that wanted to 
know something about that post 
office. I told her what I knew 
about the building without going 
into so much detail. The more I 
thought about the West Liberty 
post offices, I thought it would 
be a story of some interest. 

The first post office in West 
Liberty was established in 1824 
with Benjamin Wells as postmas- 
ter. This office was probably in 
his house, a store building or 
could have been in Edmund 
Wells’ Tavern. The name of the 
post office was West Liberty 
C.H. (Courthouse). This name 
was used until the late 1800’s. 
The office was discontinued in 
1861 for four years during the 
Civil War. Jesse Barber was post- 
master in 1861 and resumed as 
postmaster in 1865. There were 
various postmasters between 
1865 and 1922. 

In 1922, James Luther Blair 
was postmaster. The post office 
was located on a small lot south 
of the W.G. Blair store between 
the Coon Womack house and the 
store. This store, formerly the 
Coon Womack store, was located 
at the north end of Main Street 
where Lykins Music and Pawn 
Shop is today. Judge Blair sold 
the store to his son, Luther, 
George Bellamy and Judge Will 
Caskey and it then became 
known as Blair, Bellamy & 
Caskey store. 

It 1932, the post office, store 
and the Coon Womack house 
were destroyed by a fire that 
started in the old Womack dwell- 
ing located about where the 
Helton Tax Office is today. The 
Coon Womack house, built in 
1872, was rented to Stanley Ryan 
for a general clothing store. Mr. 
and Mrs. Mart Elam also rented 
rooms there. Herbert Fannin and 
Clifford “T-Daddy” Blevins had 
rooms in the house while attend- 
ing school at the Matthew T. 
Scott high school. Herbert told 
me that the fire started in one of 
the upstairs rooms. 

The post office was evidently 
moved to the basement of a small 
building, owned by “Zeke” West

on the south side of the Morgan 
Motor building. The building 
housed numerous businesses 
over a period of time, including 
West Pool Room, Marie’s Cafe 
and later, The Village Store. Lynn 
Wells bought this property in 
1935 and planned to move the 
post office from the basement 
level to the sidewalk level, ac- 
cording to an article in the LVC. 
He must have changed his mind 
because he later bought the origi- 
nal post office property (in 1936) 
from the Womack heirs and built 
a new building. Wells is quoted 
in the LVC as saying, “I pur- 
chased a lot and erected a build- 
ing according to government 
specifications to house the office 
and was able to procure for the 
office second hand equipment 
from Roanoke Rapids, N. C., that 
will be permanent for West Lib- 
erty.” Later, Wells decided to 
move the post office building to 
his property on the other end of 
the street, where it is located to- 
day as Paul Franklin’s Barber 
Shop . 

The building was moved in 
1939 and I can remember it be- 
ing pulled, by a pick-up truck, up 
the street on poles that were 
placed under the building to act 
as “skids” so it would slide. 
Kederick Caskey, who was work- 
ing for the Telephone Company 
at the time, did most of the prepa- 
ration for moving the building. 
He told me, “ The building be- 
came jammed against the front 
overhang of the Morgan Motor 
building and Kelly Meadows, 
who drove a grader for the state 
highway, volunteered to get his 



grader and free the building.” 
Meadows got the two buildings 
free from each other, so the post 
office building could continue 
being moved up the street. This 
was a good deed on Meadows’ 
part, but he was fired by the state 
for this kind act — things never 
change do they ! ! (People in town 
“went to bat” for Meadows and 
he was re-hired by the state.) 

After moving the post office 
building, Wells sold the property 
to Alonzo Elam in 1938 and he 
in turn built the Rex Theater and 
Restaurant building in 1938-39. 
Gerald Tyree was the contractor 
and this was his first major build- 
ing contract. In the 1st of March 
issue of the LVC, the following 
article was printed: “The new 
theater building, which is being 
built on the former post office site 
by Alonzo Elam, is nearing 
completion. The building is con- 
structed of hollow tile blocks 
with a brick front, and is practi- 
cally fire proof. The building is 
90 feet long and 34 feet wide and 
will have a seating capacity of 
about 500. It is expected that the 
first show will be held in the new 
building March 15.” 

Part of the foundation of the 
Rex Theater (which was de- 
stroyed by fire in 1970) can still 
be seen along the alley by the 
City Hall drive-thru. Elam sold 
the building to Jay Burton in 
1948. 

I was discharged from the Air 
Force in 1955 and began work- 
ing in the old post office build- 
ing July 1, 1956, as the first Ru- 
ral Letter Carrier in the county. 
When I started there, Wendell 



Nickell was postmaster, Jay Bur- 
ton assistant postmaster, David 
Graham “Peggy” Burton, and 
Chalmer Allen were clerks and 
Robert “Cotton” Allen was the 
janitor. You could have looked 
the world over and not put to- 
gether a better crew to work with. 
David Graham (now 95 years 
old) is the only one still living of 
that crew. (A lot of quail and 
squirrels were killed by Wendell 
and Chalmer in the office. It was 
hard to walk by Wendell’s desk 
without getting into his “line of 
fire”!!) 

In those days, each Rural 
Route had its own “subs.” My 
first substitute carrier was Willie 
Elam, Jr., followed by Woody 
May, Chalmer Allen, and Harold 
McKinney. Soon, Reginal 
Easterling (1956) became a car- 
rier for RR # 2 and Paul William 
s(1957) for RR #3. Quenton 
“Babe” Johnson was a Star Route 
Carrier. Bernard Buchanan 
(1959) was the first City Carrier. 
Francis Hunt (later Bobby Cox) 
brought the mail to us from Mt. 
Sterling each morning and took 
our mail back to Mt. Sterling in 
the evening. Mail from 
Morehead and Jackson was also 
brought to us each morning and 
dispatched in the evening. 

In 1957, Wendell Nickell, be- 
gan the construction of a new 
post office building that would 
house the post office. Pete Rose’s 
grocery was also on the first 
floor of the building and federal 
offices were upstairs. This build- 
ing is across from McKenzie’s 
Grocery and is presently owned 
by The Bank of the Mountains. 
It was dedicated July 1, 1957, and 
I retired in 1984 while still work- 
ing in this building. The present 
post office building was built in 
1987 with the opening day being 
on January 19.

Grayson, is first vice chair of the 
Appropriations and Revenue 
Committee. She is serving her 
fourth term. 

Rep. Mike Denham, D- 
Maysville, is vice chair of three 
committees — Agriculture and 
Small Business, Banking and In- 
surance, and Local Government. 
He is in his third term. The other 
MSU alumni in the House are 
Rep. Jimmy Higdon, R- 
Lebanon, in his second term, and 
Rep. Carl Rollins, D-Midway, in 
his first term. 

Three MSU alumni serve in 
the Kentucky Senate. They are: 
Sen. Johnny Ray Turner, D-Drift, 
the minority caucus chair. He 
is in his second four-year term. 
Sen. Charlie Borders, R- 
Grayson, chairs the Appropria- 
tions and Revenue 
Committee. He is serving his 
fourth term. The other MSU grad 
in the upper chamber is Sen. 
Walter Blevins, D-Sandy 
Hook, also is in his fourth term. 

Two MSU alumni who served 
in the 2006 budget session are no 
longer in the General Assembly. 
Rep. Adrian Arnold, D-Mt. Ster- 
ling, retired after 16 terms. Rep. 
Carolyn Belcher, D- 

Owingsville, resigned after be- 
ing elected Bath County judge- 
executive.

Andrews says infusion 
of new higher ed money 
needed to meet goals 



MOREHEAD, Ky., Jan. 2— 
Morehead State University Presi- 
dent Wayne D. Andrews said he 
was “disappointed but not dis- 
couraged” by the state budget cut 
announced on Dec. 27 by Gov. 
Steve Beshear. 

MSU must reduce its current 
operating budget by $1,446,100 
as soon as possible. The figure 
represents three percent of the 
University’s state general fund 
appropriation of $48.2 million 
for the 2007-08 fiscal year end- 
ing June 30. 

“We are hopeful that this will 
be a temporary setback which the 
governor and General Assembly 
can help us overcome in the up- 
coming biennial budget,” Dr. 
Andrews said. “The University 
is making progress on several 
important initiatives and we 
don’t want to lose momentum as 
we move toward our goal of be- 
coming the top public, regional 
university in the South.” 

In an interview published by 
the Lexington Herald-Leader, the

Kentucky ’ s 1 7 6 public school 
districts will be exempt from 
most of the reduction. They re- 
ceive $4 billion yearly in state 
support. 

President Andrews said MSU 
most likely would reduce its cur- 
rent budget by delaying the fill- 
ing of selected faculty and staff 
positions, by cutting operating 
costs, by canceling low enroll- 
ment courses in the spring semes- 
ter and by expending certain 
unbudgeted funds being held for 
contingencies. 



Gov. Beshear is expected to 
outline his plans for dealing with 
the reduced revenue during his 
first biennial budget address to 
the General Assembly on Jan.

No End In Sight For State’s 
Bad Financial Picture 



Woe is the state of 
Kentucky, m or so sayeth Gov. 
Steve Beshear when he reviewed 
the state’s financial picture with 
reporters last week. 

Beshear and his budget direc- 
tor, Mary Lassiter, said state gov- 
ernment faces a $289 million 
shortfall, and they have asked all 
state agencies to reduce their 
budgets by three percent to help 
ease the red ink. 

While the new governor calls 
the situation “an unprecedented 
crisis,” he is not the first chief 
executive to face budget prob- 
lems upon entering office. His 
predecessor, Ernie Fletcher, ex- 
perienced similar troubles, as did 
Fletcher’s predecessor, Paul 
Patton, and so on and so on. 

Several reasons have been 
given for the budget shortfall, 
including the national economy, 
but the biggest blame should be 
thrown at the feet of politicians 
who for decades have authorized 
additional spending without pro- 
viding the money to pay for it. 
These culprits have ignored the 
red-ink warning signs for years 
and continued to use taxpayers’ 
money to fund their campaign 
promises. As their political egos 
get larger, so does the budget 
deficit, and eventually the ones 



who must pay to correct the mess 
are the taxpayers, even though 
the extra money they are required 
to shell out never seems to fix 
anything. 

Thankfully, Beshear says he 
won’t recommend a tax increase 
to fix the latest messes, and 
smokers can rejoice that the new 
governor and most legislators 
don’t fancy another increase in 
the cigarette tax as a way to pay 
for the past mistakes. 

Unfortunately, the lack of ex- 
tra funding will mean cuts in gov- 
ernment services, which means 
— once more — that hard-work- 
ing taxpaying Kentuckians will 
be the ones to pay the ultimate 
price. 

Until politicians — i.e., 
elected officials such as the gov- 
ernor and members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly — abandon the 
wishful-thinking way of doing 
business (hoping and praying the 
money will be there one day), the 
state’s deficit will continue to get 
bigger and bigger, and taxpayers’ 
checks will keep getting smaller 
and smaller since they’re always 
the ones who have to pay for 
other people’s mistakes.

MAGISTRATES EXPLAIN 
POSITION ON RENT 
FOR CO. ATTY. 

We wanted to explain to our 
citizens why we voted to pay 
County Attorney rent. 

First of all, the jail recoup- 
ment of $30,000.00 is included 
in the 2007-08 budget. So not 
collecting this money would have 
caused an imbalance in the 
county’s budget, which would 
have to be replaced with money 
out of the reserve in the general 
fund or tax dollars. 

Second, the fiscal court pays 
county attorney’s salary and of- 
fice expense for the county only, 
which without any expense for 
jail recoupment or rent amounts 
to $40,390.00. Keep in mind this 
has to be paid out of county’s 
general fund with no revenue to 
help offset the expense. 

Third, if you include the ex- 
pense of the jail recoupment, in- 
cluding rent, the expense goes 
up, but now you have a revenue 
source to help offset the expense. 
For example, with $30,000.00 
jail recoupment the county would 
pay $27,590.00 (if you include 
the back pay the county pays 
$34,790.00 this year); then next 
year, back pay will be paid and 
at $30,000.00 jail recoupment, 
the county would pay 
$27,590.00; with $50,000.00 jail 
recoupment, the county would 
pay $7,590.00; with $60,000.00 
jail recoupment, the county 
would receive $2,410.00 of rev- 
enue. 

Compare the numbers above 
to the $40,390.00 the county has 
been paying out of pocket so to 
speak. Is it not better for the 
county to pay $600.00 per month 
out of the jail recoupment money 
instead of $40,390.00 per year 
out of the general fund if no jail 
recoupment is collected. 

From this example, you can 
see the vote was not to spend 
money the county didn’t have or 
to take money from any of our 
citizens or services. But to cre- 
ate a revenue source to help fund 
some of the county’s expenses 
which frees up money in the gen- 
eral fund so it can be used for 
other obligations or projects.

Change Frankfort by 
changing filing 
deadline 

The January 29 filing deadline 
for legislative candidates 
incentivizes state legislators to 
accomplish very little in the first 
month of the General Assembly, 
which starts January 8. 

County clerks report they can 
prepare for May primary elec- 
tions without knowing who the 
candidates will be a full three 
months in advance, so advancing 
technology presents an opportu- 
nity to more efficiently serve the 
public. 

Moving the filing deadline to 
the end of the General Assembly 
session would encourage legisla- 
tors to get to work sooner and 
give citizens the opportunity to 
respond to their official actions 
more quickly than they can now.

Gov. orders $78 million in budget 
cuts, freezes $42 million spending 



Additional $166 million 
still needed to balance 
fiscal year budget 

FRANKFORT — In the face 
of projected budget deficits, Gov. 
Steve Beshear last Friday ordered 
state agencies to slash spending 
by $78 million and froze an ad- 
ditional $42 million in various 
accounts throughout state gov- 
ernment, leaving a $166 million 
shortfall in the current fiscal year 
for the legislature to solve. 

Beshear said he will make rec- 
ommendations to the legislature 
later this month about how to 
come up with the $166 million, 
which is needed before the fiscal 
year ends June 30. 

Beshear also ordered all state 
agencies to take several cost-cut- 
ting measures, including a reduc- 
tion of travel expenses, printing 
costs, a ban on new furniture and 
equipment, a review of all state 
contracts and reducing the state’s 
work force through attrition. 

All those steps, including the 
capturing of unused pots of 
money in various agencies, are 
common steps taken by past gov- 
ernors facing similarly tough 
times. But Beshear warned that 
without new taxes, lawmakers 
will be forced to reduce spend- 
ing by more than $500 million 
next year. 

Calling the situation a “crisis,” 
Beshear declined to rule out any 
potential remedy. Specifically, he 
refused to promise that teachers 
will receive a pay raise next year 
or that state workers won’t be laid 
off, calling such talk “prema- 
ture.” 

He said the state will probably 
have to tap into its $232 million 
“rainy day” fund to help offset 
dwindling revenue estimates for 
the next two fiscal years. “We 
might need to use the entire rainy 
day fund” to help erase future 
shortfalls in the next two years, 
Beshear said. 

Republican leaders acknowl- 
edged the state’s gloomy finan- 
cial picture, but took issue with 
Beshear ’s description of the situ- 
ation as an emergency. 

Senate President David Will- 
iams, R-Burkesville, called the 
budget situation “manageable.” 

“We do face some difficulties, 



but we’re going to have to do 
what Kentucky families would 
do,” Williams said. “We’ll have 
some belt-tightening to do.” 

The state’s financial crunch 
largely stems from a lagging na- 
tional economy, which has 
caused projections of revenue 
growth for the current fiscal year 
to decline from more than 4 per- 
cent to 0.8 percent. 

Observers say the weaker- 
than-expected growth is exacer- 
bated by lawmakers’ tendency to 
sometimes use funds that won’t 
be available in the future to pay 
for programs that will cost 
money in perpetuity. For ex- 
ample, the budget legally man- 
dates spending $9.4 billion this 
fiscal year — which ends June 
30 — even though tax payments 
and settlement money from ciga- 
rette makers are expected to 
bring in only $8.75 billion. 

The so-called “structural im- 
balance” has been allowed to 
“grow out of proportion to what 
it should be,” Beshear said. “It’s 
going to take us a while to get 
out of it.” 

Of the cuts ordered by 
Beshear, more than half come 
from education, including $34.5 
million from state universities 
and colleges and $11.6 million 
from the Department of Educa- 
tion. Remaining unscathed is the 
funding system for Kentucky’s 
public schools — a chunk of the 
budget that makes up 60 percent 
of state spending. 

The Personnel Cabinet was 
asked to cut more than 20 per- 
cent of its $10.3 million General 
Fund budget. 

The remaining $166 million 
shortfall that lawmakers must 
address consists of budget over- 



runs from a variety of agencies, 
such as Medicaid and the correc- 
tions department. 

Medicaid has asked for the 
largest chunk of the $166 million 
— $112 million additional state 
dollars to help it leverage federal 
funds to cover a $389 million 
gap. 

Beshear said he instructed 
new Health and Family Services 
Cabinet Secretary Janie Miller to 
“dig into the Medicaid situation.” 

“We were told Medicaid had 
been fixed, that it had been bal- 
anced,” Beshear said, referring to 
former cabinet Secretary Mark 
Birdwhistell’s assurances after a 
June legislative committee meet- 
ing that the program would be in 
the black in fiscal year 2008 be- 
cause of reforms that administra- 
tion implemented. 

Beshear said, “I am hopeful 
that the reforms and the changes 
that have been made are good 
changes and that the biggest re- 
forms that are left to do are 
implementation . ’ ’ 

“I would call this a severe cri- 
sis. It’s the worst budget crisis 
I’ve seen in my 29 years in the 
legislature,” said House budget 
chairman Harry Moberly, D- 
Richmond. 

House Speaker Jody 
Richards, D-Bowling Green, de- 
flected blame for the tight times 
away from the General 
Assembly’s spending patterns 
and toward forces beyond 
Kentucky’s control. 

“The situation has come about 
not because of the legislature but 
because the national economy is 
in a funk.” Richards said.

MOREHEAD, Ky. - St. 
Claire Regional Medical Center 
(SCR) contributed $16.7 million 
in community benefits to its ser- 
vice region last year, according 
to its 2007 Community Benefits 
Report. 

“Community benefit activities 
focus on collaboration and im- 
proving the health and well-be- 
ing of the community in ways 
that go above and beyond what 
would be expected of any medi- 
cal care provider,” said Tom 
Lewis, SCR Director of Devel- 
opment. 

SCR’s community benefits 
are determined through a 
thoughtful and organized system, 
utilizing Catholic Health Asso- 
ciation and American Hospital 
Association guidelines. Lewis 
said that such benefits generally 
respond to a community need and 
meet at least one of the follow- 
ing criteria: 

•Do not generate profit. 

•Respond to needs of special 
populations, such as the 
underinsured or uninsured, the 
elderly or minorities. 

•Involve education or re- 
search. 

•Supply services that would 
likely be discontinued if the de- 
cision were made on a purely fi- 
nancial basis. 



According to SCR’s report, 
$3.9 million in benefits were pro- 
vided to the medically uninsured 
and underinsured. That amount 
included $2.7 million in charity 
care (at cost) last year. Further, 
SCR routinely treats patients who 
receive Medicaid benefits, and 
last year’s reimbursement fell 
$1.2 million short of the actual 
cost of care for Medicaid recipi- 
ents. 

SCR provided another $6.2 
million in uncompensated care, 
which was the cost of services to 
individuals who were unable or 
unwilling to pay and did not of- 
ficially meet traditional charity 
care guidelines. Last year’s 
Medicare shortfall represented 
$3.3 million of unpaid costs 
when federal reimbursement fell 
short of the actual cost of care 
provided by SCR, according to 
the report. 

The report said that SCR pro- 
vided another $3.4 million in 
benefits to the broader commu- 
nity, including community sup- 
port and partnerships, donations, 
health professions education and 
rGSGctrcl”! 

The $500,000 in community 
support and partnerships that 
SCR provided encompassed ac- 
tivities and programs to improve 
community health, such as health 



fairs and screenings, support 
groups for patients and families 
in areas like hospice and diabe- 
tes education, and important 
healthcare services that were of- 
fered even though they generated 
a negative margin. 

SCR made $119,500 in cash 
and in-kind donations directly to 
programs, organizations and 
foundations serving this region. 

SCR provided $2.8 million in 
health professions education, in- 
cluding physician and medical 
student training, nurse develop- 
ment, scholarship support and 
professional medical education. 

“The educational develop- 
ment and continuing professional 
training of healthcare personnel 
is crucial in improving our 
community’s health,” Lewis said. 

SCR collaborated with the 
University of Kentucky on can- 
cer-related research projects that 
benefited the community as well. 
The cost of these projects, total- 
ing approximately $3 19,000, was 
offset by grant funds.

Henderson introduces legislation 
to deny benefits to same-sex partners 



Momentum for bill is 
growing, Governor says 
he would veto measure 

FRANKFORT — A bill filed 
by two Democrat state represen- 
tatives may give domestic part- 
ner benefits for same-sex and op- 
posite sex unmarried couples 
their toughest opposition yet 
when the 2008 Kentucky General 
Assembly convenes this week. 

Two state universities — the 
University of Louisville and the 
University of Kentucky — began 
offerng the benin 2007. 

Rep. Richard Henderson of 
Jeffersonville and Rep. Ancel 
Smith of Leburn — joined by 16 
co-sponsors, are pushing a bill 
that would ban domestic partner 
benefits in all state agencies. A 
similar bill died last year on a tie 
vote in a House committee. But 
there is talk of growing momen- 
tum that could carry the bill to 
passage.

acknowledged that he is worried 
that the bill could pass. “We’ve 
done what we thought was the 
right thing. We’ve been trying to 
say this is what major employ- 
ers offer, and what we need to 
offer to compete with our peers,” 
Ramsey told a reporter. 

Kent Ostrander, executive di- 
rector of The Family Foundation, 
a leading opponent of domestic 
partner benefits, expressed 
guarded optimisim. “If the 
House leadership allows the 
membership of the entire House 
to vote, it will pass,” Ostrander 
said. “I would say the bill has a 
good chance unless there is some 
underhanded gamesmanship by 
the House leadership.” 

Two influential Democratic 
veterans in the House, budget 
committee chairman Harry 
Moberly of Richmond and 
Charlie Hoffman of Georgetown, 
chairman of the House Demo- 
cratic Caucus, have not an- 
nounced their positions. But they 
said the bill stands a good chance 
of passage on a House floor vote, 
although Moberly hedged by 
saying: “It’s kind of unpredict- 
able whether it will get to the 
floor for a vote.” 

Hoffman said the result 
“would probably hinge on which 
committee the bill would be 
heard in.” 

Henderson, who represents 
Montgomery, Powell, and half of 
Wolfe County agreed. “I think 
the outcome will depend on 
which committee gets the bill,”

Three committees are in the 
running: health and welfare, edu- 
cation and judiciary. 

The decision will be 
shepherded by House Speaker 
Jody Richards, D-Bowling 
Green, in his role as chairman of 
the committee on committees. In 
the past, Richards has said the 
issue should be left up to the uni- 
versities. 

House Minority Leader Jeff 
Hoover, R-Russell Springs, said 
that he and most GOP members 
support the bill. But Hoover 
thinks the Democratic leaders 
won’t let the bill make it to a 
floor vote. “It’s a divisive issue 
among Democrats,” he said. 

Democrats have a 60-36 ma- 
jority in the House, with four 
vacancies; many of those Demo- 
crats are conservatives. In the 
Senate, the GOP has a 21-15 
majority, with one independent 
and one vacancy. 

If the legislature passes the 
bill, it would go to Gov. Steve 
Beshear. 

“Governor Beshear believes 
that the issue of domestic part- 
ner benefits is one that should be 
addressed by the individual uni- 
versities,” said his spokes- 
woman, Vicki Glass. “He would 
veto a bill passed by the legisla- 
ture.” 

Some legislators believe the 
bill’s supporters may have the 60 
votes needed in the House to 
overturn a veto. 

Domestic partner benefits 
have become common at the 
nation’s Fortune 500 corpora- 
tions, in Kentucky and around 
the nation, but the benefits still 
engender opposition in areas of 
the state where conservative 
churches abound. 

But Henderson said his effort 
has been misunderstood as a “re- 
ligious-driven bill.” He said he 
opposes the benefits for several 
reasons: 

• They violate the state 
constitution’s marriage amend- 
ment that defines marriage as 
being between a man and a 
woman. 

• There is the potential for 
“corruption” because unqualified 
applicants could pose as “gay 
lovers.”

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• He and his constituents place 
a high value on “protecting fam- 
ily values.” 

“This is not a hate bill,” he 
said. 

The bill drew fire from State 
Rep. Tom Burch, D-Louisville, 
chairman of the House Health and 
Welfare Committee. He said he 
hopes his committee gets the bill 
again. “I think it’s a hate issue,” 
Burch said. He called the measure 
“non-Christian” because it would 
deny health insurance at the same 
time the state wants to expand 
coverage to all Kentuckians. 

Christina Gilgor, executive di- 
rector of the Kentucky Fairness 
Alliance, which represents the in- 
terests of gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender people, said the 
issues are “fair and equal employ- 
ment benefits” and “being valued 
and treated with dignity.”

Social Security 
Numbers For Babies 

Here is some timely advice for 
new parents. 

While tax season may seem 
far away, now is the time that 
many taxpayers start gathering 
records and documentation for 
filing tax returns. One of the most 
important things needed is a So- 
cial Security number for every- 
one who will be claimed as a de- 



pendent. Do your dependents 
have their numbers? 

Today, most new parents ap- 
ply for a Social Security number 
at the hospital when they apply 
for the baby’s birth certificate. 
The state agency that issues the 
birth certificates shares the 
child’s information with us, and 
we mail the Social Security card 
to the family. Anyone who does 
not apply for a Social Security 
card at the hospital can apply at 
any Social Security office, or by 
mail, if you are in this situation, 
you need to: 

• Complete an Application for 
a Social Security Card (Ford SS- 
5). 



your child’s U.S. citizenship, 
ages and identity. And you would 
also need to prove that you are 
the child’s parent. 

All documents must be either 
originals or copies certified by 
the issuing agency. We cannot 
accept photocopies or notarized 
copies of documents. It is also 
important to understand that we 
must verify your child’s birth 
record, which can add up to 12 
weeks to the time it takes to is- 
sue a card. We will mail your 
child’s number and card as soon 
as we have verified your docu- 
ments with the issuing offices. 

If you do not get a social Se- 
curity number for your newborn 
before the April 15 tax filing 
deadline, you have two options: 

• You can file your income tax 
return without claiming the child 
and then file an amended income 
tax return when the child has a 
Social Security number. 

• You can file with the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service to extend 
the deadline for filing the tax re- 
turn.

Qualification For Homestead Exemption 

If you are 65 years old or will turn 65 in 2008 and have not signed up for the Homestead 
Exemption, you will need to apply at the Morgan County PVA office no later than March 
1, 2008. To qualify under the Homestead Exemption provision of the Constitution, the 
property owner must be 65 years old or turn 65 in 2008 and own and maintain the 
property for which the exemption is sought as his or her personal residence. Qualifying 
for the Homestead Exemption will result in a discount on your property tax bill. 

Also, if you are 100 percent disabled, you may receive the same discount under the 
Homestead Exemption. To qualify, you will need to apply at the Morgan County PYA 
office and bring verification of your disability benefits no later than March 1, 2008. If 
you have already signed up to receive the disability exemption, you are required by 
state law to annually submit updated verification of your disability benefits to the 
Morgan County PVA office by March 1 of the current tax year in order to maintain 
your exemption.

Gramlich adds, “The association 
has blamed the funding shortage 
on members of Congress who 
favored pet projects over anti- 
crime dollars.”

After dropping its first two 
district games, Morgan County 
came into Tuesday night’s game 
with West Carter in dire need of 
a victory. 

It didn’t happen. 

The Comets jumped out to a 
19-14 lead after one quarter and 
never looked back en route to a 
65-5 1 win over the Cougars. The 
loss puts Morgan in serious jeop- 
ardy of landing a four- seed in the 
district tournament. Of course, 
that would mean a first- round 
date with Elliott County. The 
only way to avoid that scenario 
is to win by 14 points or more at 
West Carter or pick up a win over 
East Carter. 

The Comets wasted no time in 
putting pressure on Morgan. 
Chris Barker scored eight first 
quarter points while Trevor 
Rayburn and Matt Logan 
knocked down three 3 -point bas- 
kets. Stephen Barnett and Bran- 
don Ferguson countered with a 
combined nine points, but Mor- 
gan still found itself in a five- 
point hole. West Carter then 
outscored the Cougars 13-6 in the 
second period to build a comfort- 
able 12-point lead at the half.

’’What’s wrong with the 
Cats?” 

If I’ve heard the question 
once, it seems I’ve heard it a 
thousand times. 

While Kentucky fans are will- 
ing to tolerate (at least for this 
year) losses to North Carolina 
and Louisville, dropping games 
to San Diego and Gardner 
Webb — at Rupp Arena of all 
places — is unacceptable in any 
season. After 13 games, UK is 
saddled with an embarrassing 6- 
7 record with no relief in sight. 
The Cats play Vanderbilt, Florida 
and Tennessee — the best three 
teams in the SEC east — all in the 
next two weeks. After its poor 
play during the pre-conference 
schedule, Kentucky will be 
forced to make up the difference 
against SEC foes. Chances of that 
happening could be slim to none. 

While no one expected UK to 
be a national title contender, Billy 
Gillispie and company did gar- 
ner a pre-season top 25 ranking. 
Sometimes early rankings are 
based more on tradition than sub- 
stance. Such is the case this time 
around. 

Gillispie has proven he can 
coach. After winning 24 games 
at UTEP in 2004, Billy Clyde 
enjoyed three straight 20-plus 
win seasons at Texas A&M be- 
fore landing the Kentucky job. 
Last year, he was a national 
coach of the year finalist after 
taking the Aggies to the NCAA 
Sweet 16.
